On the obverse, some obvious doubling in the legend from about 2 to 7 o'clock, doubtless made as the flan was 
repeatedly impressed by the hand-held die. Also, doubling in the 'E' to the left of the shield as well as on some of the 
letters of the reverse legend. These are actually signs of an especially well-made coin, as the photos show: a crisp 
portrait of the queen and full details in a boldly impressed reverse shield and crown. The initial marks are also unusually 
clear.

Not illustrated in the Spink standard catalogue but the diminutive portrait of the queen is more 
finely detailed on this specimen than on most of the portrait types illustrated in that volume. An 
excessively rare coin, possibly only the second known specimen. Pennies of mm. acorn, (and those 
of mm. eglantine which followed acorn) are undoubtedly the earliest coins stmck specifically for the 
Maundy service. On April 2 nd 1574 10 lbs of silver was ordered to be coined into “single pennies” 
for Elizabeth’s private use. Maundy Thursday fell on April 8th 1574. The acorn mint mark was in 
use until May 25th 1574 thus it might be expected that around 30 retipients received pennies of this 
mint mark, (see Symonds: Num. Chron. 1916 p. 78).

As is the case with many of the other hammered gold coins in this sale, it must be evident to today’s "viewer that this coin, while 
not fully detailed in its centres, had to have been carefully saved by a number of former collectors, induding the first, who 
doubtless pulled it from circulation in the 1550s. The coin is full of flan with remnants of lustre. The reverse shares the soft area 
seen on the obverse, but is equally pleasing and sharp both in the legend and across much of the central design, with the griffin 
particularly sharp and 'ferodous'.

Here the queen's visage is boldly rendered, and on the opposite side the regal shield, crown and 
initials are all fully detailed. Legends on both sides are marked by bright, deeply impressed gold with virtually no wear or 
diminishment of the lustre, although the letters of the queen's name are slightly doubled. The portrait is about as finely detailed 
and dear as anyone could wish for. Obviously, this coin has been treasured for centuries as an artistic masterpiece of its era.

Most catalogues say little about this wonderfully designed coin, but in feet no other British gold coin shows a man o' war, a 
one-time (on this coin alone) updating of the long-lived gold angel. Rife with symbolism, this coin shows the royal standard on 
the ship's bow, with a Latinate "J" (or "I" for IACOBUS) figuratively flapping in the wind, leading the ship forward. As well, 
four lions passant alternate with four crowned lis, age-old claims to sovereignty over Scotland and France; these in turn 
surround a blossomed Tudor rose with a sunburst around it (which Sutherland describes as the spur for which the coin is 








named, 'from the ability to regard the sun in glory 1 ). The so-called scallop initial mark is more likely a seashell, yet another 
emblem of a powerful seafaring nation. Few coins in history were so marvellously conceived. This is a great example of a truly 
rare coin, boldly detailed, with sharp letters in all the legend, a nearly perfect, full flan, an intricately detailed shield held by the 
king, and beautiful gold colour.

Here, the portrait can almost be called sensitive, as it shows such sharp 
detail, right down to the outline of the king's eyes. Legends are especially sharp as well. There is a small amount of scuffing to 
the right of the reverse shield.

Charles' degance 
and taste [as the nation's foremost art collector] were no compensation for his inexperience, obstinacy, and political blindness in 
imposing illegal levds of taxation upon his people and in attempting to arrest members of Parliament who opposed his views 
and actions. He paid the ultimate price, of course, but during his rdgn he preserved the integrity of his money, even unto the 
largest of all gold coins ever struck in England, the triple unite of420 grains of gold, and 22 ct fine.

By the autumn of 1644, much of northern England was under the control of Parliament. Carlisle, which remained loyal 
to the king, was blockaded by a Scots army under the command of David Leslie from October to June the following 
year. In May 1645, an emergency issue of three-shilling and one-shilling coins was struck from silver plate supplied by 
the besieged citizens. Interestingly, these coins were tariffed at more than their intrinsic silver value — six shillings face 
being produced from five shillings’ worth of metal. These coins were produced, and survive, in much smaller quantities 
than the contemporary siege issue from Newark.

Although a satisfactory chronology of 
Edwardian sterlings was published by Burns in his “Coinage of Scotland” (1887), this was as unrecognised a century ago as it 
remains today. The definitive dassification evolved by the Fox brothers was only published in the BNJ from 1910 onwards.
